First,  the  power  of  the  Hr»  —  lal.  As  Har¬ 
old  Sanders  insists  there  mu"^  pirit  in  the 

plans,  people,  preacher.  Unles  <  he  “wood,*  It 

only  smokes.”  F.  G.  Schlafei*^d(k§ftt*tliitt  "wiuioat  ‘special 
attractions’  to  draw  them,  through  external  appeal,  our  people 
have  attended  with  spirit  high,  intense,  and  deeply  moving, 
and  in  large  numbers,  whenever  the  church  has  earnestly 
longed  and  fervently  prayed  for  true,  Holy-Spirit-glven  re¬ 
vival."  Several  pastors,  to  achieve  this  end,  echo  the  conclu¬ 
sion  of  E.  Warren  Rust:  “of  course,  the  solution  is  whatever 
It  takes  to  get  God’s  people  ‘to  humble  themselves  and  pray 
and  seek  His  face  and  turn  from  wl$:ked  ways’.” 

Effective  Preaching  Necessary 

Second,  the  necessity  of  effective  preaching  is  empha^- 
ed.  Pulpit-swapping,  semi-vacaUon  preaching  will  not  effect 
revival.  John  E.  Barnes  Jr.,  urges,  “Get  a  preacher  who  draws 
crowds  with  the  gospel."  P.  E.  Claybrook  inslsU,  “Promo¬ 
tion  will  get  the  people  present  once.  The  preacher  must 
keep  them  coming.”  Raymond  Sanderson  voices  a  similar 
opinion  that  “the  ultimate  reason  the  week-night  crowds  are 
small  is  because  the  evangelist  has  failed  to  capture  their 
desires  to  attend  the  meeting  on  the  first  night  of  their  at¬ 
tendance."  Paul  Roberts  advocates  preaching  till  victory 
comes:  “I  am  sure  you  remember,  as  I  do,  when  the  old- 
fashioned  preacher  moved  in  and  preached  judgment  to  the 
Christian,  Holy  Spirit  messages.  Stewardship  messages,  resti¬ 
tution,  our  right  relation  to  our  fellow  man  until  those  who 
had  stolen  would  not  only  admit  it,  but  also  go  back  the 
man  from  whom  they  had  stolen  and  ihake  good.’'  Several, 
however,  echoed  the  warning  of  experience  with  Homer  G. 
Lindsay  that  “Most  evangelists  preach  too  long.  People  can¬ 
not  come  every  night  when  they  don’t  get  home  until  10-11 
P.  M.” 

a 

Participation  Essential 

Third,  the  participaUon  of  the  people  and  of  church  or¬ 
ganisation  is  considered  essential.  Cort  R.  Flint  feels  the 
solution  Is  “more  participation  by  the  members  through  spe¬ 
cial  training.”  H.  N.  Schafer  declares  that  “the  members  need 
to  be  convinced  that  they  have  definite  responsibilities  to 
ChrUt  and  their  church.”  To  achieve  this  participation  L.  Don 
Miley  urges,  “Use  the  ^gular  departments  of  the  church  In 
promoting  revival  attendance.”  J.  E.  Ledbetter  says,  “Plan 
well  in  advance.  Use  organisaUons.  Enlist  men  to  lead. 
Prayer  and  responsibility  on  every  church  member. . . .  When 
the  men  lead  others  wUl  foUow."  H.  F.  Parker  sees  a  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  effecthreness  of  revivals  and  steward¬ 
ship  and  asserU,  The  secret  of  the  Forward  Program  of 
Church  Finance’s  success  is  participation— a  lot  of  people 
ought  to  have  assigned  responslbUlty."  H  Morgan  Radford 
believes  that  “somehow  our  people  do  not  seem  to  get  Into 
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I  Sunday  School  Department, 
Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
has  beenj)romoted  to  the  posi¬ 
tion  of  executive  assistant  on 
the  administrative  staff  of  the 
Board.

Baptists  oppose  the  use  of  tax  money  drawn  from  who 
all  the  people  being  appropriated  for  the^  benefit  of  any  Ohio 
denomination. 

This  same  principle  has  led  Baptists  to  oppose  (1)  the 
appointment  of  a  U.  S.  Ambassador  to  the  Vatican,  (2)  the 
use  of  government  funds  for  the  operation  of  parochial 
schooli-  and  (3)  government  grants  for  the  building  of  iivp 
hospitals  owned  by  religious  groups.  !  \ 

In  the  past,  Baptists  have  been  persecuted  and  punish- 
ed  for  these  principles.  j 

Believmg  as  we  do  that  a  fundamental  Christian  issue 
is  involved,  we  will  continue  to  stand  for  the  right  of  i 
every  mw  to  worship  God  as  he  chooses  with  no  inter-  wp 
ference  from  the  government.

the  Lord  commanded  thai  those 
who  proclaim  ^he  gospel  should 
get  their  living  by  the  gospel” 
(KSV). 

Who  are  these  people  who 
serve  the  temple  and  the  altar? 
Numbers  18:20-32  answers  this 
question.  They  were  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Levi.  They  were  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  have  property  as  were 
the  other  eleven  tribes  They 
were  to  live  off  of  the  tithes  of 
the  remainder  of  the  Israelites. 
This  was  made  very  plain  to  the 
Jews. 

Now,  who  does  Paul  refer  to 
as  “the  Lord?"  Without  doubt, 
this  reference  is  to  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Lord.  ' 

He  Gave  Instructions 

This  means  that  Jesus  gave 
definite  instructions  to  His  dis¬ 
ciples.  The  Gospels  do  not  rec¬ 
ord  precisely  what  Jesus  said. 
But  the  Apostle  Paul,  whom  we 
believe  to  be  inspired,  said  that 
“the  Lord  commanded"  that 
those  who  preach  the  gospel 
should  live  off  the  tithes  and  of¬ 
ferings  of"  the  i>eopIe,  just  as 
the  sons  of  Levi  did  in  Old  Test¬ 
ament  days.  How  could  the 
Word  be  plainer  than  that? 

Jesus  was  a  practical  person. 
If  he  had  left  no  tneans  of  sup- 
pqrting  His  work,  it  would  have 
been  strange. 

‘Those  who  proclaim  the  gos¬ 
pel”  is  an  interesting  phrase, 
especially  in  the  light  of  Chris¬ 
tian  history.  The  good  news  of 
Christ  is  proclaimed  in  conver¬ 


sation,  in  music,  in  teaching, 
and  in  writing,  gs  well  as  by 
those  who  stand  in  the  pulpit. 
I'his  is  to  oe  done  by  laymen 
as  well  as  by  oreachm^  and  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

Need  Urgent 

In  the  course  of  time,  the 
need  for  leaders  who  give  their 
full  tirhe  to  tne  ministry  has  be¬ 
come  increasingly  urgent  Pub¬ 
lishers  of  Christian  literature, 
teachers  in  Christian  schools, 
workers  in  Christian  hospitals, 
orphanages,  and  homes  for  the 
aged  are  bearing  the  good  news 
too.  In  the  local  churche.s  there 
is  greater  need  for  ministers  of 
education,  ministers  ot  music, 
visitors,  counselors,  and  a  va¬ 
riety  of  services  that  require 
specialized  training. 

How  are  these  programs  of 
training  and  service  to  be  paid 
for?  By  tithes  and  offerings. 
Ten  f  a  m  i  I  l.'e  a.  theoretically, 
could  normally  support  one  min¬ 
ister  and  hiS  family.  And  they 
could  live  at  the  same  economic 
level  as  the  ten  families.  Then, 
larger  churches  could  add  staff, 
build  buildings,  and  support 
workers  around  the  world. 

All  of  the  work  of  Christ  de¬ 
pends  on  the  individual  tither. 
“The  Lord  commanded”  —  "If 
you  love  me,  you  will  keep  my 
commandments”  (John  15:14 
RSV).
